Although  the  1963  football  season  is  two  months  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  a  reconditioning  program  is  going  on  daily  at  the  NVVMSC 
field  and  stadium,  under  the  direction  of  Robert  Seipel,  supt.

While  certain  steps  along  \ 
these  lines  are  takai  eaeh 
year,  Seipel’s  maintenance 
crews  are  working  with  in¬ 
creased  efforts  to  ready  both 
the  stadium  and  the  field  it¬ 
self  for  the  coming  season. 

Stadium  Work 

Receiving  special  treatment 
is  the  stadium.

The  playing  field  was  resod¬ 
ded  approximately  one  year 
ago  and  is  being  fertilized, 
watered,  and  mowed  on  a  reg¬ 
ular  schedule.  Seipel  stated 
that  the  turf  is  in  excellent  con¬ 
dition,  comparing  it  with  those 
fields  he  has  seen  at  other 
MIAA  Conference  schools. 

Seipel  stated,  “We’ve  fenced 
the  entire  field  this  year, 
hoping  to  keep  the  field  in  top 
condition  at  all  times  and  elim¬ 
inating  the  danger'  of  damage 
to  the  new  sodding.  The  plan 
worked  and  we  will  use  it  an¬ 
nually.”
